In this war the navy had been the 
anchor of the allied cause.

Navy Throttles Fee. - 

The premier told how the navy had 
guaranteed supplies to the army 
abroad and material which it had en- 
abled the allies to get from abroad. 

“But for the navy,” he said, “ Prus- 
sia would be mistress of Europe and, 
through Europe, of the world. 

“Since the beginning of the war the 
navy has ensured the safe transporta- 
tion to the British and allied armies of 
18,000,000 men, 2,000,000 horses, 25,- 
000,000 tons of explosives and supplies, 
and 51,000,000 tons of coal and oil. The 
losses of men out of the whole 13,000,- 
000 were only 3,500, of which only 
2.700 were lost through the action of 
the enemy. 

Grand Fleet Supreme. 

It was too early to summarize the 
effect of the blockade by the British 
navy, which would be complete, de- 
Slared the premier, if it had not left 
the gate to the Balkans unlocked. It 
was not the fault of the grand fleet

if it had not had many opportunities; 


that was due to the enemy’s knowledge 
of its efficacy. Since the battle of Jut- 
land the Germans had never seen fit 
to challenge it.

While before the war difficulty had 
been found in getting men to join the 
mercantile marine, on account of bet- 
ter conditions ashore, yet, notwith- 
standing the strain of hardships and 
perl that had increased manifoldly 
since the war began, there has been 
found not one man afraid to réturn to 
the seat.

Praises French and Haig. 

The time had not come to deal with 
individual achievements, he said, but 
he praised Field Marshals French and 
Haig and Gen, Maude.

THE ITALIAN DISASTER. 

Civilian observation of the Italian reverse in the 
northeast must of a necessity lack a good deal or 
foundation of important military facts. What we 
can see is plain enough, however, and grave enough 
to guide us to certain conclusions which it is highly 
desirable for the public and the government to 
realize fully. 

The facts we know are, briefly, that after many 
months of effort and costly fighting the Italian 
army had advanced so far toward the Austrian in- 
terior plain that it seemed to be in a position to 
undertake in the spring a serious thrust at the 
strategic Austrian center of Laibach, the gate, as 
it has been called on the authority of Napoleon, to 
Vienna. We have been assuming that this ambi- 
tious offensive had been accomplished with due 
regard for the possibility of the heavy counter 
stroke which from time to time even since Italy 
came into the war has been removed. 

It seems evident now that the plans of Gen. 
Cadorna left out of account, or rather fatally un- 
derestimated, this consideration. He pushed ahead 
and extended his line until a blow could fracture 
it. He left his left flank weakly supported and it 
has been turned, with the result not only that his 
hard earned gains have been lost but his positions 
in the Julian Alps have been swept away, the 
enemy has flowed in a resistiess torrent upon the 
plains, the great railroad center of Udine is threat - 
ened, with the investment of Venice itself as a 


Whence came the force which has dealt Italy 
so terrible a blow? We cannot know fully what 
its components are, but we can guess with an ap- 
proach to certainty. The Italian disaster is a gift 
of the new Russian republic to the cause of de- 
mocracy.. Our American Socialists ought to send 
a cablegram.of congratulation to the council of 
workmen and soldiers’ delegates. The Russian 
army having now for months been a negligible mil- 
itary quantity, the eastern front could be drained 
by Germany and Austria of its best troops and ar- 


part of that front. Also, whatever force is under 
Sarrail at Saloniki has demonstrated its immobility 
and is, not to be considered a serious threat against 
the communications with Constantinople. The 
army which under the masterful leadership of 
Mackensen has wiped out the Italian menace 
to Austria is not therefore a new army, sprung like 
the warriors of Cadmus from the soil. It is nota 
reserve long held by the central powers for this 
coup. It is the result of a rearrangement of 
Austro-German troops withdrawn from the east 
and perhaps also from the Balkans, and made pos- 
sible by the chaos in Russia. 

But why was not this reorganization and concen- 
tration on the Italian front foreseen? As we have 


one of the probabilities of the war. The condition 
of the Russian army, ff hid from the public under 
a coating of official optimism, must have been 
known to the government of the entente powers. 
The political and moral condition of Austria-Hun. | 
gary, aggravated by the advance of Cadorna, must 
have been recognized by them as calling upon Ger- 
man political as well as military strategy. Then, 
nom was it that Italy was allowed to extend her 
lines to the danger point and place herself in a 
position in which a stiff blow at her northern flank 
would result in the crumpling up of her front, the 
quick surrender ali her gains, and the replace- 
ment of the barrier between her aspiring 
army and A ? | 

To the mind of the civilian this is the sort of 
blunder that gave us Gallipoli, to say nothing of 
the Donajec. It indicates the absence of a unified 
policy among the allies. We know, of course, the 
reasons which spurred Cadorna and the Italian 
government to their ambitious campaign; Italian 
desire of recovering Triest and of establishing 
Italian arms as an effective, if not decisive, factor 
in the war, thus giving weight to her aspiring 
claims at the peace conference, claims for the most | 
part essentially imperialistic. We do not overlook 
the delicacy of relations among the allied gov- 
ernments and the embarrassment involved in an 
attempt by them to regulate or check the Italian 
plane. But if the Italians were permitted without 
vigorous protest to exhaust their munition supply 
in an advance against Triest and to extend their 
offensive so that their flank was weakly held 
against such a concentration as was possible and 
has occurred, then surely there is something well 
nich fatal in the organization of the alliance 
against the central powers. : 

And this is to our civilian mind the outstand- 
ing warning and lesson of the Italian disaster. 
The advantage of interior lines, and, above all, of a 
central control of strategy enjoyed by Germany, is 
one which laymen are not likely to realize, and we 
fear the governments of our allies have shared the 
layman's want of realization. This advantage has 
been demonstrated again and again throughout the 
three years of the conflict. In France and Fian- 
ders a certain degree of tactical cobperation and 
cotrdination has been achieved, and this, we are 
giad to say, seems now highly perfected. But the 
grand strategy of the war upon the allied side has 
veen and still is perilously unharmonious and polit- 
zal considerations widely divergent in their infiu- 
ence upon the military conduct of the war have 
been allowed to dissipate the allied strength and 
prevent its concentration, in an effective way upon 
the force which Germany wields like a sword. 

We hope the ghastly lesson of the Italian defeat 
will bring this home to our allies, and our own 
government we trust will have sufficient military 
wisdom to back up the lesson with its own in- 
fluence. We are told nowadays that America must 
turn the scale, must win the war. We have begun 

to marshal our military and economic resources on 
enormous scale. We have a right to be heard 
nd we hope we shall speak in plain terms. Un- 
the allied powers can harmonize their military 
projects and pull together, the war will be pro- 
Jonged till we are ail bled to death and Europe is a 
graveyard. There should be constituted at once 
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grand general staff. This body should be fully em- 
powered absolutely to control the strategy of all 
the allied powers. The occasional conferences of 
which official optimism occasionally has given us 
complacent reports amount to nothing. They 
have been occasional only and have not brought 
together any permanent’ machinery of strategic 
control. But such permanent machinery is im- 
peratively needed and no more precious time 
should be lost in creating it. 

Another consideration comes out from the welter 
of our consternation. Let us have done with the 
stupid and demoralizing We have been 
fed with consoling rumors of the breakdown of 
German morale, exhaustion of man power, starva- 
tion of the civilian populations of the enemy, riots, 
and revolutions. . The strength of the enemy, well 
known to the military authorities, has been kept 
secret. From time to time we are warned in 
general terms that the war will be a long one and 
that we must exert every resource to win. But 
these generalizations do not impress, fed as we are 
by the doctored information which the censorship 
permits. 

We do not speak for the allied peoples, but we 
do for the American, and we say this nation is not 
afraid of the truth and the worst of the truth. 
There is no yellow in this country’s soul. The 
harder the task, the harder our will to win, The 
Italian disaster will unhappily prolong the war, but 
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it is not going to change the result one jot, if that 


result can be assured by the United States. Amer- 
ica will pull up another hole or two in the belt and 
go on. We have never turned back, once our 
hand was laid to the plow, and we shall not now. 
The Stars and Stripes are in the trenches today 
and they are going forward there, not back, for- 
ward till the enemy’s power is beaten down and 
he is ready for peace for all time.

The foundation of national security in national 
emergency is acceptance of government. It is re- 
garded as a guaranty of our stability, that our 
government is fixed and not in fluid shape. It 
does not change with every disturbance in na- 
tional affairs. It could survive a serious defeat of 
the national armies. It could survive anything 
but acts of criminal stupidity which are not con- 
ceivable. : 

The processes of changing the government be- 
ing fixed and determined, the policy which loyal 
Americans adopt is that of supporting the govern- 
ment after national decisions have been made. If 
this necessitates the surrender of individual opin- 
ion it is nevertheless necessary, because we be- 
lieve that nothing could be worse than the failure 
of a national purpose of great importance after the 
decisions have been reached. 

In these elections, which present no issue rele- 
vant to the national purpose, an effort is being 
made to attack the government indirectly and to 
take away from it the popular support needed to 
carry the United States through its trial. 

The fact that faflure might be disastrous has no 
effect upon persons to whom the preservation of 
the United States is unimportant. The judicial 
elections in Cook county—to take the local instance 
for illustration—have been so distorted that the 
results will indicate the loyalty or disloyalty of 
the community, its strength of purpose or its 
weak spirit, ite Americanism or its pro-Germanism. 
We know that the county is loyal, strong of pur- 
pose, and truly American, but if the loyalists neg- 
lect the duty of registering their opinions and per- 
mit the disloyal to have their way with an election 
the community will seem to have given sanction to 
sentiments which it really abhors. 
There is a national aspect to these off year, local 
elections, and it is one for serious consideration. 
The local Socialists directly bid for the support of 
every person opposing the government purpose. 
They have raised the war issue, and it will be 
taken up by nonconformists of all kinds. It will 
be used by other pro- Germans. 

The election is an open gate for sedition and 
for schemes of German agents. Its results, if 
they are favorable to the anti-American cause, will 
be interpreted as indicative of a spirit hostile to the 
national endeavor. 

That cannot be avoided if the issue is raised, 
as it has been here and in New York. If anti- 
nationalists say that they will make a test of the 
loyalty of the community, publish sentiments op- 
posing what we regard as true American policies, 
and offer candidates supporting these sentiments, 
the results will be accepted as indicative. 

There is no danger in Cook county, we are cer- 
tain, if loyalists perceive the direction affairs are 
taking, and if they interest themselves in the situ- 
ation. There is no danger because, we are sure, 
the temper of the people is right and their purpose 
is sound. Chicago will not take on a pro-German 
color if its citizens see the paint pot before they 
feel the brush.

DANGER OF MALARIAL 


HEMATURIA. 

R. F. A. B. writes us about 

malarial hematuria. As the do- 

tor has lived for many years, his 

experience with this disease has 
deen large. Malarial hematuria is a 
malignant form of malaria which de- 
velops in people who have been malarial 
for some months without having taken 
enough treatment to rid themselves 
wholly of the parasites. 

The hematuria starts with a total sup- 
pression or a great diminution of the 
urine. The urine which is passed seems 
to be bloody. The bloody appearance is 
due in the main to blood coloring mat- 
ter, the number of blood corpuscles 
present being small. 

The fever is usually not high. Ex- 
amination of the blood shows that the 
malarial parasites have so injured the 
blood cells that they can no longer hold 
their coloring matter. 

The disease is very fatal. The doctor 
writes: 

Ot course, you know that few or no 
booze fighters get well.“ 

But the disease also slays strong, clean 
living men. Only last week a strong, 
able bodied plowboy was taken after 
a year or two of patched up malaria— 
patched up with an occasional course 
of patent pills and chill tonics or now 
and then a physician's prescription taken 
for a few days untll “chills” were 
broken. This boy was suddenly taken 
with bloody urine, partial suppression 
of urine, moderate fever, and great 
prostration, and died at the end of seven 
days. 


—— 

This is not an unusual history in in- 
tensely malarial sections, though such 
cases are much rarer than they were 
twenty years ago. The first point is 
that malarial hematuria results from 
tinkering with malaria. Anybody can 
„ break the chills.“ There are scores of 
chill remedies, any one of which will 
break the chills. The temptation to take 
enough chill tonic or quinine from a 
doctor to break the chills" and then 
to stop is strong. 

What happens when this policy is fol- 
lowed its that some parasites are left 
alive in the blood. These work away 
on the blood cells. Presently enough of 
them are on hand to cause a few more- 
chills. Another course of chill tonic 
breaks the chills, but leaves behind a 
moderate number of very vicious para- 
sites. Moreover, this breed of malarial 
parasites is becoming quinine hardened, 


tor every chill tonic is quinine doctored 


up in some way. 

After this has gone on for several 
months the man with multiple patches 
on his malaria comes down with 
hematuria. As it takes several monhts 
to set the stage for malarial hematuria, 
this disease is just about limited to the 
fall and early winter mohths. It takes 
several months usually for neglect and

There is no use writing about the cure 
for hematuria, because once the disease 
develops the friends send for the best 
doctor they can get and keep him on the 
job. But too often it is a case of 
locking the stable door after the horse 
is out.” The time to lock the stable 
door is when the horse is still in his 
stall. 

There is no reason for writing about 
the prevention of hematuria. That con- 
sists in taking enough quinine and 
quinine long enough to completely eradi- 
cate the parasites from the system. A 
‘frequent instruction and a good one is 
to take fifteen grains of quinine a day 
for four days at the time of the chill 
and then to take twelve grains a day 
for two days a week for each of six 
successive weeks.

staying with Amelia, Lady Fitzgerald, 
widow of the twentieth knight of Kerry, 
is a sister-in-law of Mrs. Burke Roche 
ot New York, and an aunt, therefore, of 
Mrs. Burke Roche’s sons Maurice and 
Francis, both of them now serving under 
the American flag. . 
The Countess Hochberg, however, like 
Lord Mexborough’s sister, Princess Low- 
enstein, who was arrested and fined the 
other day for a somewhat similar of- 
fense, is only German by marriage. For 
until the latter she was known as the 
Hon. Elizabeth Burke Roche, and as a 
sister of the present Lord Fermoy, and 
of his brother, the Hon. James Burke 
Roche, making her home entirely in 
England and Ireland. Her husband, 
Count Hochberg, of whom she has seen 
very little for a number of years past, 
is a captain of the Prussian army, and 
the youngest brother of that Prince of 
Pless who represented the kaiser at the 
opening of the new chamber of commerce 
in New York, and whose principal title 
to fame has been the beauty of his 
wife, daughter of the late Col. William 
Cornwallis West of Ruthin castle, and 
sister of the Duchess of Westminster. 
Countess Fritz Hochberg is no longer 
in the first blush of youth, being some 
twelve ‘years her husband's senior, and, 
now 60, was already a white haired 
woman when she became Countess Hoch- 
berg, a little over a decade ago. She was 
a bright particular star of King Edward's 
set, and is to such an extent identified 
with English and Irish society that no 
one has ever been able to understand 
how she came to marry the Prince of 
Pless’ rather insignificant brother. It 
certainly did not add to her social pres- 
tige, and as she has never lived in Ger- 
many since she became Countess Hoch- 
berg, it cannot have been through any 
desire to play a role in the great world 
at Berlin.

Lord Pentland is no stranger in Amer- 
ica, for he spent several years at Ot- 
tawa as secretary to the viceroy of 
Canada, Lord Aberdeen, who gave him 
his eldest daughter, Lady Marjorie Gor- 
don, in marriage. Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, whose secretary he had for- 
merly been, included him in his Liberal 
cabinet in 1906 as minister for Scotland, 
and when Sir Henry died it was found 
that he had designated Lord Pentland 
not only as the executor of his will 
but as legatee of all his official and pri- 
vate papers and correspondence. In 
1912 Pentland was appointed to the gov- 
ernorship of Madras, which carries with 
it a salary of $50,000 a year, with al- 
lowances and perquisites of as much 
more. 

Lord Pentland is a grandson of Sir 
John Sinclaid, the sixth baronet of 
Dunbeath, and a cousin, therefore, of 
the present half-American holder of the 
baronetcy. Indeed, Lord Pentland is 
the third heir to this dignity and to 
the entailed estates around Wick, in 
Caithness-shire. He was formerly in 
the army and saw active service as cap- 
tain of the Fifth Lancers in the Egypt- 
ian war of 1882, and again in the Soudan 
expedition in 1885, under Field Marshal 
Lord Wolseley. He is a member of that 
great historic house of Sinclair of which 
the seventeenth Earl of Caithness is 
the chief, the Sinclairs formerly own- 
ing the entire northern part of Scotland, 
from sea to sea, including the Orkney 
islands.

Lord Pentland takes his title from the 
Pentland hills, which formerly embraced 
much Sinclair property in the counties 
of Edinburgh, Peebles, and Lanark. It 
was there that the celebrated coursing 
match took place between the hounds 
of King Robert the Bruce and Sir Wil- 
liam St. Clain, or Sinclair, as related 
by Sir Walter Scott in his notes to 
“The Lay of the Last Minstrel, and

“The last legislature passed an out- 
rageous law that permits a Municipal 
judge to reopen a case within thirty 
days after he has imposed sentence, 
and either remit a fine or turn a rim 
nal loose.

The judge satisfies public indignation 
by imposing a heavy fine or sending 
the man to jail. Then after the furor 
has died down the judge is visited by 
the defendant's attorney. A session in 
chambers is held and the fine remitted, 
sentence reversed, and the criminal 
turned loose. Complaints are coming 
to me daily of such conduct.”
